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The election of Eusebio Iujal as Secretary General of the government~ 
supported Confederaoion de Trabajadores de Cuba (CTC) was a real blow to 
tha followers of’ Lazaro Pena ami the Commmist CTC, The Commmnist have 
fought Mujal bitterly and realize that he will follow an anti~Commmist 
jine in his leedership of the CTC, 


the Commmnist CTC fears thet the Supreme Court will uphold the Presidential 
Deeree of 10 October 1947 which gave legal recognition to the anti-Communist 
CTC and approved its V Congress, The complaint lodged by Pena's OTC with 

the Supreme Court against [his decree is still pending, If the decree is 
upheld, the Commmnist CTC will be required to abardon completely the use of 
the title CTC and to return all of the effects and funds which they now retain 
in the name of the CTC. Al-though the Commmnist} miy be able to act as an 
organization, they will not be able to do so under the guise of being an 
official syndical. organizations 


If the above ruling occurs, the Commmists, in order to retain a separate 
identity, will have to org:nize a new workers! group and celebrate a Tirst 
National Congress which will be entirely Commmnist. ‘The now organ. zation 
will not gain the sympathy that Pena's group now has as a carry-over from 
the years when the Commmizts controlled all Cuban labor. Furthermore, the 
organization of such a movement would cost the Communists a great doal of 
money at a time when they will have been deprived of the CTC funds they now
